NOWHERE ELSE ON EARTH. . 


Caiumet, Mich., the UnlyiPiace on Earth 
Where Men Work One Mile Underground. 


Philadelphia Record: A French en- 
gineer proposed last year to the direc‘ors 
of the international exposition to be 
given in the French capital in the year 
190, the digging of a hole to the ‘depth 
of one mile. The idea was favorably re 
ceived,but on invest’ gation, magnitude the 
of the undertaking became so apparent 
that the idea has been dropped. “It will 
therefore be neceszary for those who de- 
aire to descend a mile into the bowels of 
the earth, tocome to Calumet, for no- 
whore else on earth are there available 
openings of such depth. Within less than 
a mile of each other inthis mining town 
there are three vertical shafts, each near- 
iy one mile indepth. Thedeepest of this 
trio ie the Red Jacket shaft of the Calu- 
met and Hecla copper mine, which hae 
reached ita fafl depth of 4,500 feet. Five 
Eitfel towers could be dropped down this 
hole were it wide enough, and the top of 
the fifth woula reach above surface only 
to euch a height as would allow it to be 
easily coverea by the steel shaft house 
now being built over this monstrous 
hole: 

This shaft was begen in 188° and it has 
taken seven full years to sink it, snowing 
an ayerage progres: of 700 feet annually, 
neariy all of which *as been in biue trap 
rock, one of the mosi refractory of min- 
erals. The congiomerate carrving copper 
was the bed of an ancient sea, and is 
composed of pebbles and gravei worn by 
the action of the water, such as are seen 
on sea beaches or lake shores, cemented 
into a solid mass by calc and silice. By 
the percolation of the water2 and the de- 
composition of certain constituents of 
the rock little cavities were formed in 
which were deposited emal! nodules of 
copper by the water. 

The Red Jacket ehaft is ‘ifteen and one- 
half by twenty five feet in eize inside of 
the timber, and contains six compart- 
ments, being fallyecual in working ca- 
pacity tohaifa dozen mining shafts of 
ordinary size. The shaft is solidly tim- 
bered. The adamantine firmnes: of tne 
rcck renders it secure for all time to 
come, the timbering being merely to 
carry the tratiic of man and mineral, of 
water and electricity, which surges be- 
tween the sunlight and the bottom. In 
four compartments will slip ap aud down 
the ponerous cages, carrying ten-ton 
loads of rock at the speed of an express 
train. Up and down theze cages will also 
ridethe men who mine the rock from the 
old sea bed. In one compartment will! 
he the great iron pump pipes, and dowa 
arother descends the steady current of 
compreseed air which runs the drills a 
a wile below the engine honse. Bunched 
in the s'ender cables are the copper wires 
which convey electricity to hght the re- 
cesses of the mine, threads of wire that 
alford telephonic communication from 
the most remote drift to any other por- 
tion of the proper:y, for the Calumet and 
Heela has a telephonic exchange of ite 
own which in size and equipment puts 
to tue blash tne facilities of many pre- 
tentious towns, aud which reaches every 
cttice on the surface, and every portion of 
the yreat mine. There are fre a'arm 
wires too, for the Calumet and Hee'a 
spares no cost to make its emplovees as 
cafe as skilland lavish outlay of money 
can render them. 

The sinking of this shaft possesses teep 
jaterest from a scientific standpoint. Oo- 
servers ascending to great heights in bal- 
joons have been able to secure data of 
surpassing importance regarding metecr- 
ological conditions, and observations 
made at the depth ofa mile afford posi- 
tive information. The Red Jacket shaft 
nis shattered ¢o.ne of the deeply cherish- 
ed theories, and their are tex: booke now 
extant in the hizherinstitutions of learn- 
ing that niust be overhauled because the 
facta bave succeeded theory. The mines 
of tse Comstock lode in Nevada were the 
deepest inthe world. The mines were 
very hot,and on eome of the deeper 
levele some of the more pious miners 
were quite positive that they ergelled 
culphur and refuge.
